Seoul, December 10. 

At tenst 48 persons were 
killed and 208 shing vessels 
Missing of wreeeked in a storm 
which dashed the South East 
coast of Korea, the National 
Pinberies Bureau reported to- 
diy. 

First reports of the storm 
reached here onty today although 
Koreny Con t Guard and Fishorles 
Buresy search ships found nearly 
400 hime bouts and 6,000 craw- 
men ina three-day search since 
the storm blew dtxelf out. 

According to the sketchy reports 
roceived so far the worst of the 
storin struck the island of Ullung 
In the Japan Sea 100 miles ennt 
of Koren, Despatches from Ul 
lume sald 87 fishing — vessels and 
nn undetermined number of craw- 
men were minsing while 40 doata 
with a total of 600 men aboard 
have been recovered,

not Intended to remain at sea 
more than 24 hours.

For the fourth Ume within a 
week, Dr. Adenduer urged that 
Germnuny be allowed to have Ger- 
mun “contingents” of armed 
forces in the Western European 
army. It was the Chancellor's 
boldest statement to date on the 
pollticaly explosive subject in the 
Western Allied world. 


He spoke before the Executive 
Committee of the British Zone 
branch of his Christlan Democra- 
Ue Party. Previously, he had al- 
wuys made such proposals with 
the qualifying phrasc, “If the 
Allies insist,” 


There was no qualification 
this time. It was as close to a 
demand as the German Chan- 
cellor could come. 


The overall

Marshal Rokossovsky 1s 
the actual chief, The head of 
his General Staff is General 
Korzeye, a Soviot ufficer who has 
been working on reorganisation 
of tho Polish Army since 1946, 
One of C..weral Korzcye’s de- 
putles, Major General Stwickl, i 
also n Sovict officer. 

In charge of tralning’ and or- 
gonising Poland's land forces is 
one of the Ministers of Defence, 
General Stanislaw Poplawskl of 
the Soviet Army. His Chief of 
Stall is Soviet Major General 
Stennicki, 

The following army inspectors 
are understood to be Sovict oM- 
cers: For artillery,  Lleutenant 
General Wibewziuk; for signals, 
Major General Malinowski; for 
engineers, Licutenant General 
Bordgilowskh for turmoured units,, 
Majer General Mlerzyean; for the 
frontier corps, Coluncl Gurbowskl. 


Air Force 


Poland's Air Force is under 
the command of another Soviet 
officer, Major General Romeyko 
Although the Navy le, tech- 
nically, commanded by a Pote, 
Rear Admiral Steyer, it is 
understood that the real boss 
of that service is Commander 
Urbanowlez of the Sovict Fleet. 
Three of Poland's four military 
commands arc held by  Sovict

The Soviet Army gained Its 
initial Influence over the Pollsh 
forces when « pro-Soviet emigre 
Polish Army under Licutenant- 
Colonel! Zigmund Berling was 
split off from the forces formed 
in the USSR by Licutenant Gen- 
eral Wladyslaw Anders. Berling 
was promoted to General Officer 
to command these troops. 

After the war’s end a large 
number of Junfor officers up to 
the level of regimental comman- 
der who were Soviet citlzens 
were,recalled to the USSR for the 
sake of appearance and replaced 
by Potcs. Some Svvict generals 
were returned to Moscow, but

As the police drive proceeded 
there were o few new outbursts 
of land grabbing, but none on a 
large-acnle, 


In Sicily and Sardinin, there 
wor some resistance to police 
orders to move the peasants off 
the land that they had seized but 
fio violence wus reported. 

A police oMcer, supervising the 
evacuation of the land near Romo 
and at the same time watching 
for new Invasions, said tonight: 
“It In like walking along a silp- 
pery roud—two steps forward 
and one step back.’'—-Reuter.

After rotlring from the Chinese 
Maritime Customs last -June, I 
{ook up residence on the shores of 
a mountain lake’ about 10 miles 
from Kunming, enpital of Yunnan 
and present focal polnt in the 
Chinese efvil war. 2 i 

This lake {s .more than 6,000 
fect above sea-level and at 23 
degrees North latitude enjoys pro- 
bably.ono of the best climates in 
the Far East. In season reasonably 
good hunting can ‘ho .had in the 
adjacent. hills, which range up to 
an altitude of 8,000 fect. 

Towards the end of October I 
decided to take advantage of an 
invitation extended to mo by an 
old Shan friend In the Western 
part of the province to visit him 
for some hunting in his: State of 
Kanei, which ts about half-way 
‘between Tengyuch and Bhamo, on 
the old silk caravan’ route be- 
‘ween China and Burma. 

With oa companion, a Nberal 
supply of 12-bore ammunition and 
my pointer, “Pegry,” we set out 
by Jeep over the Burma Road on 
November 3, 

On the afternoon of the next 
day, when approaching the plain 
of Mitu, some 367 kitometres from 
Kunming, we 
greeted by o hall of automatic 
rife fire, many of the bullets ite 
ting the road in front of our Jcep. 

We Immediately pulled up and 
found ourselves in the hands of 
an armed party of about 80 men 
who were concealed In verious 
parts of the surrounding hills, On 
closer acquaintance we found 
that they were Communist —par- 
tisans, mostly youngsters of the 
student type All were dressed in 
pinin blue uniforms with white 
armbands on which was a red 


star, 
Modern Arms 


Their arms consisted of Thomp- 
son sub-machine guns, carbines, 
and the most modern Chinese 7.02 
mm rifles. The band was led by a 
bespectacied youth who could not 
have been more than 25. é 

This leader was very polite and, 
after about 15 minutes of conver- 
sations In which he adked such 

uestions os when Britain was 
Ukely to recognise the Chinese 
Communist Government, ctc., we 


were allowed to proceed with pro- 
fuse apologies for having, been 
detained, 

Previous to thls we had been a 
asked if we had any arms, and on, 
being told “no” one of the band 
nuggested that the jeep should be 
searched, But the leader refused 
to order this, saying “these men 
are not our enemies, it doesn’t 
matter If they have arms.” 

Procecding on our journey were 
approaching the Mckong: River at 
8 o'clock ‘on the morning of No- 
vember 6 when rifle fire was 
heard about 290 feet from the 
euspension bridge. A Chinege, in 
the uniform of an officer af the 
Nationalist army came’ running 
toward us, followed by three sol~ 
diers, one of whom’ had been 
wounded {in the fleshy ‘part of the 
thigh. ‘The officer was in charge of 
the bridge guard which consisted 
of himself and 50 men, he sald. 

He added that’ he had’ been aot-
